Summary 

1 . Claims 1,3,5, 8-9, 1 1 -1 3, 1 8, and 21-27 are present and have been fully 
considered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Burt Amernick on December 3, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 1 , line 1 1 ; "container." was deleted and -container, whereby the 
polyvinyl acetal resins are not dissolved.- was inserted therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 1, 3, 5, 8-9, 11-13, 18, and 21-27 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method of 
separating an adherend that is stuck via an adhesive by subjecting the adherend and 
adhesive to high pressure environment and subsequently releasing the pressure, 
wherein the adhesive material comprises polyvinyl acetal resins, and the adhesive is 
insoluble in the substances comprising the high-pressure environment is not known or 
fairly suggested in the art. These claims overcome the closest prior art of record, 
EVANS et al. (US 5,501 ,761 ) because EVANS requires that the adhesive layer, which is 
removed by physical expansion of compressed fluid, is at least partially dissolved by the 
substance or substances comprising the fluid environment of the pressure resistant 
container during the step of increasing the pressure in the container, which does not 
occur in the present claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
